This  year’s  Executive  Council,  the  first  formed  under  the  new  constitution,  was  the  active  gov¬ 
erning  body  on  all  school  affairs.  ,  ,  ,  . 

Composed  of  fourteen  members,  representative  of  such  school  activities  as  scholarship,  ath¬ 
letics,  finance,  publications,  social  affairs,  civic  service,  music,  and  dramatics,  it  was  better  able  to 

deal  with  miscellaneous  school  problems.  .  _  ,  _  ^  , 

The  council  was  largely  responsible  for  fostering  complete  cooperation  m  Red  Cross,  W  ar  Bona, 
and  scholarship  drives.  Under  their  direction  the  social  calendar  was  planned  under  extremely  dif¬ 
ficult  conditions,  to  include  the  Dungaree  Frolic,  Open  House  for  servicemen,  Marshall  Day,  after 
school  dances,  and  a  spring  dance.  The  council  helped  recreate  the  National  Honor  Society,  and 
campaigned  for  cleaning  the  lunchroom.  Under  the  direction  of  its  President,  Phil  Elliott,  the 
council  became  instrumental  in  the  molding  of  an  Interhigh  Council  for  discussing  mutual  problems 
with  other  schools.

During  the  past  year,  the  forty-two  homeroom  representatives  met  monthly  on  Tuesday  aft¬ 
ernoons  to  discuss  suggestions  made  by  various  students  and  to  attend  to  bills  referred  from  the 
Council.  These  included  the  possibility  of  a  teen  canteen  and  of  a  school  court,  both  of  which  were 
voted  out ;  methods  of  taxation ;  the  compiling  of  data  about  the  school  for  new  students ;  and  plans 
for  extending  the  present  award  system  to  include  eighth  graders.
